"When our federal constitution was adopted the world had not- 


gone far in the direction of pure democracy. The greatest minds, 
witih few9 excei,t ions, thai had an important <pait in the making of 
th.it constitution, looked with suspicion on the ability of t'he peo- 
ple anywhere to govern themselves. 


As a result. 1ho attempts of Jefferson and one or 'two lesser 


lights to give the people a large measure of self-government were 
defeated. 
It may be that this was best. 
It nifty be -that 
it was 


wrong-. 
All that can he said now isjhat t here was an overwhelm- 


ing seii'timeut among the constitution makers against turning any 
of the functions of government directly over to the people. 


There was strong: t a l k about making ihe senate a hereditary 


body patterned 
a f t e r the 
English house of 
lords. 
The 
sciurie 


which we now have was a compromise. It was made 
partly re- 


sponsible to the people and responsive to their will and partly re- 
moved irom the 'direct 
influences of the people. 
The house was 


made more democratic t h a n the senate, but neither approached the 
degree, of democracy that men of the .Icft'erson trend of mind lie- 
sired. 


The courts were still further removed from the people. 
Tin- 


people had no'thing to do w i t h the selection of federal judges and 
nothing to 'do with their tenure of office. 
I t was argued, and the 


•argument went, t h a t the courts at bast should be set apart; t h a i a 
judge was to be as far removed from popular 
influences 
and 


'passions a.s possible; t h a t he was lo be placed on a pedestal, an 
example for. but not a part of, the people. 


But t'he spirit id' democracy has grown 
wonderfully;

has 


spread far and wide. 
Thirty years ago there came a faint demand 


in certain (punters to give the people more direct authority over 
elective oilicers. 
Ten ye.us ago t h e demand came for more author- 


ity over judm-.s. 
Today it lias ripened all over the country and 


borne t i u i i in the demand t'oi the i n i t i a t i v e and referendum and 
the recall.
